Washington Decides That tlte Expedition 
Should Reach Dawson on All 
Foolh' Day. 

WAsniNGTON, Jan. 18. — Acting Secre 
tary Meiklejohn, of the war department, 
has written to Mr. Clifford Silton, Cana- 
dian miniater of the interior, in reaped 
to the Klondyke relief movement, that 
the war department will have "the pro^ 
viaions at Skagway some time during 
the present month. If the steam sleds 
are ready they will be used ; if not, the 
reindeer, which are to arrive aboat the 
20'.;h Inst., will be used. 

There is no donbt that there are pro- 
viBiona enough to last until the Ist of 
rVpril. The pinch is ROing to bo from 
that time until navigation opens, about 
the laat ol June. 



RUSSIA IN EOBEA. 

Plans for Complete Control Indicated by 
Latest Mall Advices. 

San Fkanoisco, Jan. 18.— Oriental 
mail advices state that Bnssia is keep- 
ing up her policy of aggreaaion in Korea. 
The appointment of a new Russian min- 
ister to Korea was taken advantage of 
by the Czar's government. First, mili- 
tary power in Korea ia asaumed ; next, 
the liuancea of Korea are brought under 
hia Buperintendence ; then, in addition 
to the coaling atalioiiB she now posaeeaea, 
PuiBein IB inakiiii; elforta to obtain an- 
otlier ou un island opposite Fuean. The 
penineula in front of Wonsan will also 
be occupied by Rnsaia, on which ahe 
will make either a Eettleraent or a coal- 
iug depot. It is alao eaid that Ruaeiana 
are going to be engaged shortly as cua- 
tom houee ofKciala, and there is to bo a 
great liuaao-Korean bank. It ia further 
elated that the Ruaaian miniater ia em- 
ploying Koreana on the Russian frontier 
in various situations, and the railway in 
certain parts of Korea will be bnilfe by 
contratit in co-joint work with Bueaia. 

THE PACIFIC CABLE. 

Canadian Government Inaction Holding 
Back This Much Needed Connection. 

MosTRKAii, Jan. 18. — The Star's 
special cable from London aaya: The 
startling events in the Far East are forc- 
ing again into prominence the Pacific 
cable question. The Daily Mail insists, 
day after day, upon the urgent need of 
an all-British cable. To-day the Times 
devotee a column and a half to the 
Pacific cable project. "The Empire 
muat have communications free from 
foreign control," the Timea says, " The 
immediate benefit from the Pacific cable 
would be felt by Canada. She liaa 
shown herself so well able to deal with 
the rinestion on wider than a provincial 
range that we lonii with some confidence 
to her action." The euceeea of the 
nioveinent to rij the VVeet Indies from 
t lograpliic dependence on the United 
Statea shows that similar energy and 
Imperial patriotism are alone necessary 
to eecure equal freedom for the whole 
J']mptre. Canada's lead would be en- 
thtieiaatically followed here and in 
Auatralia.

Repre- 
aeiitative W, A. Stone, who has taken an 
aciive part in immigration matters, 
lavors accepting the senate meaeuie as 
it stands In order to avoid a protracted 
Btrugfile. He will move when the bill 
cornea from the senate that it lay on the 
speaker's table subject to be called up 
at any time when the approjiriation billa 
are on the way. For the preBcnt there 
is a ])urpoBB to urge the Corliea " birds 
of pnsHage " restriction applying iilainly 
to the Canadian border, and action cn 
this branch of the subject will be taken 
independent of the present bill.

Empire Must Respond to Coloaial 
Overtures Witiiout Seeking: 
Pecuniary Eecompense. 



Sugar Industry of tlie West ludiea 
to Be Aided by an Im- 
perial Grant. 

LivicRi'ooi., Jan. 18. — The Liverpool 
chamber ot commerce gave a banquet 
this evening to Mr. Joseph Obamberlain. 
Lord Strathcona and Mqpnt Boyal was 
among the gueata. Mr. Ohamberlpin 
■was greeted with an ovation and a special 
cheer wae given for Mrs. Charaberluin 
■who was with him, Mr. Cbamberhiin, 
in tlie course of a viEoroua and import- 
aat speech, referred to the groat changes 
in commerce during the last thirty years 
" Since the great powers were bitten 
with the megalomania with which the 
Germans are accustomed to taunt us aa 
if it were our exclusive peculiarity, 
the German empire has increased six- 
fold and the Frsncb fourfold, while J'-nS" 
land has only added a modest third to 
ber colonial empire." Answering the 
argument that it is useless to colonize 
barren wastes, he pointed to the magni- 
ficent enterprise of the Canadian Pacific 
railway, that had opened up a vast 
country of the greatest wheat fields and 
was about to open what were perhaps 
the greatest gold fielda in the world. 

" Looking to tlie certainty," he aaid, 
" that we are likely to be excluded by 
hostile tariflfa from any country where 
the British flag does not float, our pres- 
ent policy is to take a very firm attitude 
and to maintain free markets. Wliat 
the foresight of our ancestors has done 
for iia in buildint: a great empire, we 
iLCst continue to do for our successors. 
This is not the policy of aEgression or 
lawlessness. We have a three-fold duty 
liret, to keep what rightfully belongs to 
us ; secondly, in Lord Rosebery'g admir- 
able words, to ' pec out claims for pos- 
terity ' ; and, third, if anyone tries to 
luah these claims, gently to prevent 
them." (J^aughter and cheers.) 

lleferring to " the fact that our sacri- 
fices ol territory and our general for' 
Iiearance and deference to the sensibili' 
ties of our allies, have only resulted in 
our being told that we are the best baled 
nation in Europe," he repeated Lord 
Salisbury 'b warning, that "there ia a 
limit to this forbearance." 

After a repetition of the old zollverein 
aspirations, which he described as " less 
absurd than some have supposed," Mr. 
Chamberlain said: " We must seek in 
our family the strength and support; we 
ahall never find from foreign nations, 
and with this view we must oe ready to 
respond to any colonial overtures with 
out seeking pecuniary recompense, but 
looking to the wider interests of the fu- 
ture." 

Then came the weightiest portions of 
the speech. Mr. Chamberlain reviewed 
at length the West Indian question, and 
the report of the royal commiesion there- 
on, and emphasized the "great injarj^ of 
the liouaty system, wtiich while ruining 
the West Indies brings a gain estimated 
at two millions yearly to Great Britain." 
The government, he said, believed the 
country '-generous and just enough to 
remedy this crying injury." Lie was 
glad that Belgium had anticipated 
Great Britain in claiming a conference 
on the subject, and hoped this 
might succeed better than former con 
ferencea. There were many objeccions, 
he understood, to countervailing duties 
which would " involve us in commercial 
treaties with foreign nationp," but the 
main objection was that while the trade 
they wisned to savo amounted to 260,000 
tons, Great Britain's own sugar importn 
amounted to 1,500,000 tons. It ueuimd 
unscientific to benetic the former oy iu 
jurini; tbe latter. 

"Therefore," he said, "the govern 
ment has decided to exhaust every alter- 
native before having recourse to such a 
delicate measure. Feeling that the 
recommendations of the commissioners 
though good would not work quickly 
enough, iho chancellor of tlie excliequer 
has consented to propose to parliament 
a very large grant in aid of the West 
Indies. The grant will not bo so large as 
the incidental gain to he derived from 
the bounty system, but it will be large 
enough to enable the industry and the 
population to tide overacrisis until Con 
tineutal nations recocrnize the impolicy 
of the bounty system." 

Mr. Chamberlain expreseed bis con- 
viction that the immediate relief meas- 
ures to be proposed in addition, which 
he said he could not as yet explain in 
detail, would " stinnulate the sugar in- 
dustry and enable all well managed 
estates to hold their own while tenclinu 
to the ultimate prosperity of the colony." 

London, Jan. 10. — Mr, Cliainbe';ain'ii 
West Indian speech, last evening at Liv- 
erpool, meets with scant approval. The 
Times says : " We are not greatly enam- 
oured of the system of doles to which, by 
some fatality, the present government 
has resorted with unusual frequency. 
Perhaps for those urgent caees it was the 
moet expedient device ; but it ought to 
be very clearly recognized as purely a 
temporary measure, and as no way :ib- 
eolving the government from dealing 
with the matter on a sound iiermaueut 
fooling." 

The Standard warns Mr. Chamberlain 

that his proposal " savors of proteetion " 
and that he must be prepared to deal 
with criticism.

BREAD BIOTS IN ITALY. 

The Hungry Mob Attempt to Bum the Resi 
dence of a Grain Dealer. 

AcoNNA, Italy, Jan. 18.— The bread 
riots were renewed here to-day. The 

participants in the demonstration hav 
ing been expelled froui the towns as 
sembled outside the town gates, but the 
cavalry dispersed them. A band of riot- 
ers we're collected and tried to burn tbe 
country house of a grain dealer. The 
troops quenched tbe flames and dis- 
persed the mob. Fifty persons have 
been arrested. Tbe military bakers are 
distributing bread to persona who are 
without food. 

PEANCB BOILING OVER. 

Anti jewista Crusade Spreading Through tbe 
Provinces and the Government 

Alarmed.

Jewish crusade is assuming most 
menacing proportions. The government 
is seriously alarmed.

London, Jan, 18. — The Times this 
morning published a special article re- 
viewing thb hifitriry of tbo negotiations 
with the United States for the acquisi- 
tion of the Danish West Indies in ISilG, 
and concludes as follows: "It remains 
to be seen whether Denmark will expose 
herself and her colonies to the risk of 
another humiliation by re-opening the 
negotiations."

WILL FIGHT IP NECESSAEY^ 

Great Britain Will Keep Chinese iPorts O pe 
at Any Cost, 

London, Jan.^S.— Sir Michael HickB- 

Beach, chancallor of the exchequer, 
speaking at Swansea last night, repeated 
the declarations of Mr. Bnifour, flrst lord 
of the treaeury, on the Indian policy of 
the government, atatiug that the gov- 
ernniont ia determined, even at the coat 
of war, that tho door ol Chinese com- 
merce should not he shut to Great Brit 
ain. This declaration ia recognized as 
clearly defining the Kovernmeut's poBi 
tion, and both Liberal and Conservative 
newspapers commend tbe plain speak 
inE. 

The Globe this afternoon says : " What 
wo want in China is trade. We want to 
make a market for the commerce of the 
whole world. Sir Michael Hicks-Beach's 
announcement of the determination of 
the government is clear and reeolate, 
and will tend for peace. It is a pity that 
other cabinet miuiBters have not spoken 
thiia on other occaHioiiB. When the 
loan is definitely settled, Kussia, Franco 
and Germany will have to lot ua know 
not only whether they intend to acqui- 
esce in the principle we have laid down, 
but will have to be definitely asked to 
give a plain answer on tbe specific 
points which have been diecaeaed. In 
carrying out the policy promnlgated, the 
government will have the support of tbe 
people of this conntry, (BIso of the^two 
countries who, above all otherfl'j are 
vitally concerned. Both the United 
States and Jajian recognize the wisdom 
and benefits wliich are likely to he re- 
ceived from porta which are free and 
open." 

The .St. James' Ga/.ette also believea 
that the " firm etateiiient tends for 
peace." 

The Pall Mall Gazette remarks : "The 
government ia determined that the Chi 
neae door will be kept open even at tho 
cost of war. These are grave worda, but 
t'i( y would be more serious still if they 
dill not repreeent onreerious intention." 

Tiie Westminster Gazette says : •' Con 
sula have fallen. Some iinBteadinesB has 
been cused generally by Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach's speecii, which baa arous- 
ed some uneasiness." Other papers aay, 
however, that the speech was received 
on the stock exchange with general ap- 
proval.

Mayor Garden's Tribute to His Fredeceasor 
-Tinkering With MlnlnR Laws 
Discouraged. 

Vakcouvhu, Jan. 18. — (Special) — An 
attempt is beins! made to establieli a 
chamber of niiiiea in ^Iancouver. At 
the Bujcgeation of W. J. Waterman and 
others, a uieetiiiK of the couucil of the 
board of trade was called to consider the 
mutter. There were but eight present. 
It waa pointed out that tlie object of 
such a cliamber would be to promote and 
coneider legialiition aU'ectinji! mining and 
j;euerally to foster the mining iadustrieB 
of the province, jmrticularly to give 
investora a chance to protect themBelves 
against wild ciUB. After the object of 
those who had been inatriimental in 
callinu the meetiQi; had been explained, 
a resolution to adjourn, moved by Mr. 
McLa({Rn, was earned, the mover stat- 
ing that there had been enough tinker- 
ing with the mining legislation of the 
country. 

An item published recently to the 
effect that the Hudson Bay Uompany 
were goinc to doable their working stuil" 
here caused Manager Lockyer to bo 
overwhelmed with applicanta for em- 
ployment. Mr. Lockyer therefore wishes 
it stated that the atair is not to lie in- 
creased at once, but the new handa will 
be takeu on gradually as business in- 
creases incident upon tlw Yukon trade. 

The annual dinuer of Is'o. 6 company, 
Fifth Hegimeut, luia been poatponed for 
one week, to tlje'.!t)th of January, owing 
to the leath of Mayor Tenipleton. 

The late William Templeton's death ia 
still the chief topic of conversation here. 
The funeral to-uiorrow will bo a public 
deniouetration, and all the stores will be 
closed for three houra. A fitting tribute 
to the lamented citizen comes from the 
•successful candidate in the recent 
mayoralty eleiition. Mr. Garden, on 
taking bia Beat aa mayor of Vancouver, 
said: 

" For otir first meeting we are gathered 
together under the saddest and most 
tragic conditions ever faced by any coun- 
cil of this or, I may venture "to say, any 
town or city in Canada. Our late iMayor 
Templeton, who on Friday was walking 
our streets strong and vigorous, lies 
dead. ^ .Speakiiii,' briedy of my personal 
part in ihia woeful event, I feel aa if, 
almoat, I had been indirectly the 
cause ot his death. I feel that if tiiia 
election had not been contested by 
me WB Would still have among us 
the man who waa respected as an 
ui)right man and a good citizen. Could 
I have foreseen the iinal incident of this 
election contest no consideration in the 
world would have induced me to oppose 
him. One melancholy touch of approval 
that my conscience gives me is the fact 
that I referred to him and wished my eup- 
I)orter8 to refer to him in terms of respect 
throughout the Icampaign. The deepest 
sympathy of everyone in this city goes 
out to the bereaved widow and children. 
1 know that it is your wish and the wish 
of us all in the city that ttiis 
council should adjourn until the 
last sad ofiices which the living 
can pay to the dead have been per- 
formed. The party which I represent 
in civic afTnira waa in the first flush of 
victory; congratulations were being 
showered upon us and all were jubilant, 
when the exultation of all was rendered 
nugatory and sorrow took the place of 
rejoicing because our generous foe baa 
been laid low by the tiupreme Conqueror 
-of all. For the widowed wife and mother 
we can only hope that her grief will bo 
RBSuaged by the memory of the good 
Kieeda uf her boBband, who has thus so 
suddenly been called away from the 
worries and carea of earth."

the generatora are operated by two 
special turbine wheela of tbeir own. 
The generators are connected by heavy 
cables to a marble switcht^pard, from 
which the current is connected to. tlie. 
step-up transformers, which increase the 
pressure from 1,0« to 20,000 volts. This 
IS the highest voltage ever utilized for 
the transmission of power. The electrical 
current is conducted to tlie sub-station 
at Rossland over a three-wire line 
miles long. The local sub-section, which 
is situated on the Monte Cristo ground, 
is eciuipped with a high potential 
switchboard, a distributing switch- 
board and a series of trans- 
formers which reduce the pres- 
sure from 20,000 to 2,080 volts. From 
the Bub-atation power will be conducted 
to the various mines, and where neces- 
sary, still further reduced, which will 
utilise electricity for motive force. At 
present it is not intended to use electric 
drills, but instead it will operate the 
compreBBors, and the oompreBsed air 
will be need throughout the mine as at 
oresent." 

" It will be the policy of the company 
to spare no efTort to help the local min- 
ing and reduction industries as far as 
lies in its power, and to assist in keei)ing 
the treatment ot ores on the Cauadiau 
aide of the lino." 



THE SKELETON OF THE EABTH. 



A GEEAT POWER COMPANY, 

(English Capital Well Invested for the De- 
velopment of Kootenay mining 
Properties. 

Sir Charles Hoes, the moving spirit 
of the West Kootenay Electric Li^ht and 
Power Company) granted a charter by 
the legislature at the last seBsion, in an 

interview in Vancouver the other day, 

eaid ; 

" The Works of the company are situ- 
ated at Bennuigton Falls, about 11 miles 
below Nelson, on the Kootenay river. 
Tlie works are all completed and the 
plant is now being installed. Aa eoon 
aa the niaeliinery ia all in place we shall 
be able to Btart. We are not going to 
supply the mines of JtosHland camp 
alone but the whole of the West ICoote- 
nay wi'hin a radius of about .00 miles 
■frnn Koasland. That takea in u big 
mining country. We shall supply most 
oi the leading uiinea in the camp. The 
works at fieoniagton Falla have txea 
done by contract and have no' yet been 
handed over to the company. 

" Some idea of tbe extent of the worke 
may be gathered from the fact that water 
is conducted to the reservoirat Benning- 
ton I'aila from tiie Kootenay river by a 
canal- way ;;0 feet deep and 27 feet wide, 
cut out of the solid rock for a diatanco of 
fjH) (eet. The dam, which ia of (concrete, 
is 1)2 feet high and IS feet thiok at the 
base. It extenda for the full diatance 
acroaa the fore-bay, some 51 feet, an(i ia 
reinforced ou the sides by huge abu - 
mtnts of concrete. The average risa 
of the Kootenay river ia 22 feet, and 
the highest flood on record waa 82 
feet above the minimum height of the 
stream. The dam, therefore, is calculat- 
ed to withstand the severest floods 
which it is likely to encounter. From 
tbe fore-bay the water is carried to the 
turbine wheels by three steel pipes, two 
of which are nine feet in diameter, while 
the third ia a foot larger. At present 
only tbe two former tubes will be used. 
Tlie wheels will develop 1,150 horae- 
power eacli, so that their united force 
ia 2,!t00 horse-power. Wo can deliver 
'2,500 lioree-powor in Roaaland coutinu- 
oualy. 

" The turbine wheels are attached di- 
rect to thegonerators, without the use of 
gearing, whereby a perfectly noiseless 
dechanism is secured. The gates for 
regulating the supply of water are elec- 
trically governed. There are two gener- 
ators, having together a capacity of 2,500 
horsepower. Some idea of their eixe can 
be obtained from the fact that they 
weigh, when installed, some C5,000 
4>ounds each. The water wheels Ihem- 
selveB Weigh 40,000 pounds apiece. The 
generatora are of the three-phase revolv- 
ing field tyi)e, wound to generate at a 
■presBure of 1,040 volts. They operate 
at 180 revolutiooe per minute. Tbe 
■exciters uaed in coDQection with

Deep down in the lower recesseH of the 
solid crust of the earth rest vast uiasBes 
of a composite rock, farmed of three sep- 
arate minerals in minutely divided frag- 
ments and crystals, mixed togetlier in aa 
regular and methodical an order aa if the 
proper proportion of each mineral had 
been previously weighed out in balancea, 
and tliey had been then mingled in con- 
formity with a fixed plan: sometimes a 
wide district having a predominouce of 
large pieces, with an admixture of dif- 
ferently tinted rock, while in another 
district the grain will be almoat micro- 
scopic, tbe whole being compressed into 
a homogeneous rock of adamantine con- 
sistency, hard, solid and compact. Of 
course the rock alluded to is granite, 
which has been well named " the skele- 
ton of the crust of the earth," for it ap. 
parently bears upon its solid archea a 
considerable portion of the superincum- 
bent mass of the entire crustof the earth, 
30,000 feet or more in thickness, with all 
that is thereon. 

Had it not been for the great natural 
convulsions, whether the shrinkage of 
the earth by cooling, or by terrible vol- 
canic cataclysms, by which the strata 
from the lower depths were forced 
through the succeeding upper strata, by 
which the mountains and hills bad been 
formed, we perhaps should have never 
seen any granite rocke, and the natural 
beauty of rocky districts would not have 
existed for us; the mountain ehaiua 
would never have been formed, and the 
grandest and sublimest scenery of all 
the majeatic and stately glories of ter- 
restrial nature would have been loaf to 
UB. A striking example of the awful 
grandeur of a great mass of granite may 
be observed in the Aiguillo de Dm, near 
Mont Blanc, a great natural needle of 
solid rock rising four thouaand feet from 
its elevated plateau, its sharp and taper- 
ing point often penetrating the clouds, 
while from its ponderous base, rugged 
and jagged, its crags and clefts accessible 
only to the eagle, the giantneedle towers 
higher and higher, and defies the attempt 
of the mountaineer to scale its dizzy 
height. The spectacle presented to the 
traveller by this solitary shaft of gran- 
ite as he approaches it. from the 
lower end of the Glacier de Bois is amaz- 
ing and astonishing. Immediately in 
front of him flows, f.l an imperceptible 
pace, the wonderful ice river, the ever- 
advancing masses of ice formed into all 
manner of fantastic shapes, some ap- 
pearing like the great buttresses of a 
flolid fort, Bome more like polar bears 
stealthily advancing upon their prey, 
while others like Lot's wife turned to a 
pillar of salt, while yet others in the 
distance can by a stretch of the imagin- 
tion represent a squadron of cavalry 
blanched and frozen to the ground. 
Above the glacier, and somewhat in the 
rear of a serried line of gigantic cliffs 
which frown upon the frozen scene, and 
form the boundaries of the gelid, con- 
gealed current, rises the great isolated 
pinnacle perpendiculaly towards the 
skies, while the mighty monarch of the 
Alps, with its never-varying mantle ni 
virgin snow, its dome-ahaped summit 
rising still higlier than the lofty needle- 
point of the towering shaft, fills in the 
background of a picture of astonishing 
and sublime grandeur, and overwhelm- 
ing and imposing magnificence. 

If we' carefully examine a piece of 
granite we find that at some time it 
must have been subjected to some pro- 
cess which must have been very anala- 
gous to boiling, for the small particles of 
mica, ([uartz and felspar are mingled to- 
gether with even regularity. IJnt how 
did this take place? How came the 
crystals and particles of each mineral to 
be all formed of the same size?

What a mighty 
caldron was required in which to com- 
pound the tremendoua admixture, and 
what a weird spectacle must this im- 
mature world have presented, aa the 
seething mass was being incorporated 
together— a molten granite world ! 

But all thesQ problems which now ap- 
pear so difficult will one day be solved, 
and those of ua who chooae to accept the 
prodigious and startling honor of a po- 
sition in the Great Realm whence the 
creative edicts are issued, will doubtless 
have the added pleasure of being able to 
witness the actual formation of many 
another world, which science assures us 
is continuously taking place ; for as the 
various elementa appear to be the same 
throughout the Universe, we may aa- 
sumo that the process of the formation 
of worlds ia also more or less aniform. 
And the only guide vouchsafed to man- 
kind by the Creator of the worlds in- 
forms us that whosoever will may attain 
to tl'.at eternal inheritance if ho will but 
acknowledge and appropriate to himsolt 
the Atonement of His Son, and will live 
up to the rules of that Holy Book.

We 
feel very sure that the people will be 
with him in any effort he may make to 
secure a reasonable settlement of the 
bridge-disaster cases that cannot be con- 
strued into an ndmission by the city of 
legal responsibilities which do not rest 
upon it. In a matter o{ this kind nndae 
haste is not desirable; but we' think that 
it is hardly chargeable against the city 
aatborities that they have been over- 
anxious to get these cases disposed of. 
At the best they can hardly be settled be- 
fore the second anniversary of the un- 
happy accident, and this, everyone will 
admit, is long enoagh to keep the ques- 
tion open, if it can be closed on reason- 
a ble terms. Bnt the terms must be 
reasonable. The taxpayers are willing 
to pay what is a proper compensation to 
the bereaved and the injured, but they 
will not bear the council out in a settle- 
ment upon an extravagant basis. 

The street question is one that bids 
fair to be with us for a long time to 
come. AVe are not all surprised at the 
almost hopeless tone in which the 
Mayor speaks of it. He made an effort 
last year to accomplish something, and 
the way in which it was received was 
not calculated to inspire confidence as to 
the outcome of any new plans, which ho 
may submit. The condition of Govern- 
ment street is such that the property- 
owners will be compelled in self-protec- 
tion to do something in the direction of 
improvement at an early day. They may 
make up their minds that, if the busi- 
ness of this city grows in consequence of 
the development of the Yokon and other 
mines and Government street is not put 
in better shape, the retail centre will shift 
entirely to some other part of the city. 
We agree with his Worship in thinking 
that the adoption of a local improve- 
ment by-law, which will permit of 
strteta being improved at the cost of the 
ab Jtting properties, will be a step in the 
right direction. 

In regard to the extension of sewers, if 
this can be done by the imposition of a 
rental upon the properties served, we 
think no objection will be raised. No 
one, who knows the convenience of sew- 
er connection will hesitate for a mo- 
ment about paying a rental equal to the 
Interest on the coat of laying a sewer in 
front of his premises. 

The only other matter referred to in 
the address calling for special reference, 
ia that relating to an increase in the 
number of the police. Such an increase 
seems to be absolutely necessary in view 
of the large number of people likely to 
pass through the city during the present 
year. 

NOT AS A PUBLIC PROSECUTOR. 

Rev. J. 0. Speer is quite wrong in 
thinking that the Colonist wished liim 
to act as a public prosecutor. All th;it 
this paper did was to give him credit for 
sincerity in his championship of reform 
ia the morals of Victoria, and to suj;- 
gest that he should place the information , 
of which be claimed to be possessed, 
in the hands of the police commission- 
ers. If he will do this, and that body 
will not act upon the information, and 
ho will fornlBh the Colonist with the 
facts, he will find this paper not back- 
ward in insisting that the commissioners 
shall do their duty in the premises. 

The Colonist has the fullest sympathy 
with any effort to promote morality and to 
prevent the social evil from flaunting 
itself in the face of decency. It is not so 
quixotic as to suppose the evil can bo 
eradicated by any crusade that can be 
set on foot. It has its doubts as to the 
desirability of any steps that will lead to 
the scattering of houses of ill-repute 
throughout the city. In Seattle a well 
m^ant effort was made to suppress what 
was known aa Whitechapel. The eflbrt 
was successful, but the result was that 
houses of ill-fame were opened on or 
close to the principal thoroughfares, 
which state of things beoame such a 
scandal and a nuisance that orders were 
given the police to " hive " them again 
in a part of the city where they would 
not bo offensive to decently disposed 
people. In St. John, N.B., simi'ar re- 
sults followed from a similar course of 
action, 

Mr. Bpeer and those, who like him 
doaire to see action taken along the linos 



so ably advocated by him, ought to re- 
member that social reform is a severely 
practical question. They ought to re- 
member that neither men nor women 
can be made moral by legislation or 
police interference. It is possible, how- 
ever, to restrict the harm likely to re- 
sult from evils which cannot bo sup- 
pressed ; bnt this is a practical matter 
and eahnot be accomplished by ser- 
mons OS 'edit9rials. Some one must 
take the responsibility of action. It is 
not a pleasant responeibility. It is, in- 
deed, a very obnoxious and painful re- 
sponsibility. If Mr, Speer undertakes 
it, vre will tell him frankly that he will 
find many people, whose sympathies 
are loudly with him as long as he con- 
fines himself to words only, inclined to 
hold back and permit him to bear the 
burden alone. At least, if this is not 
his experience, he will have a happier 
lot than has fallen to most people who 
have undertaken to carry the banner of 
social reform. 

i Yet he can hardly hold his hand now 
that he has begun, and we do not be- 
lieve lie has the least desire to do so ; 
but speaking from experience in more 
than one movement of this kind, we 
tell him that ho may preach and the 
papers may print until Doomsday, bnt 
unless someone sets the machinery of 
the law in motion to accomplish some- 
thing within the range of practicability, 
all the labor will be in vain. We repeat 
that wo do not ask the rex.erend gentle- 
man to act as a public prosecutor. The 
law provides a prosecutor. VVe do not 
ask that anyone shall prosecute anyone. 
We simply say that we agree with hiui 
as to the scandalously conspicuous man- 
ner in which a certahi element of the 
population is allowed to flaunt itself be- 
fore the eyes of the jieople, thereby 
familiarizing young boys and young uirls 
with vice in its most attractive form 
Ho says he has much information that 
calls for action. We ask him to place 
this information in the hands of the 
police commiBsioners.

THE ROUTES. 



The Toronto Globe does wron^; to make 
light of what has been said in regard to 
its championship of the route from 
Edmonton to the Yukon. If it will rend 
the Victoria and Vancouver papers it 
will see that they do not advocate any 
route, but content themselves with 
setting out the actual facts. There is 
not the least question of rivalry here be- 
tween the avenues of ingress into the 
Yukon country. We all know too well 
the difficnltiea attending the journey, no 
matter which way the intending miner 
may go, and we l^lieve the honest de- 
sire of all the people is, as we know the 
wish of the Colonist is, to give the 
public such information as will enable 
them to arrive at correct decisions. The 
ideas prevalent in the East concerning 
the geography of the Pacific Northwest 
are hazy in the extreme. The notions 
entertained there by the majority of 
people on the subject of transportation 
are vague and in many cases fantastic. 
Oar only desire is to set them right as 
far as we are able, and the best way to 
do so seems to be to correct euch 
erroneoas statements as that of the Globe 
above referred to. 

Speaking more specifically of the so 
called Edmonton route the Colonist is 
of the opinion that if parties of pros- 
pectors choose to make Edmonton 
base of operations for examining in the 
country drained by the Peace and Liard 
rivers, they would find it reasonably 
convenient, but not so much so as points 
upon the 0. P, R, in British Columbia, 
say Ashcroft or Kamloop8,for the reason 
that going from Edmonton the liocky 
mountains have to be crossed by the 
traveller before ho reaches thoauriferous 
districts, while by way of the British 
Columbia towns the route lies up the 
river valleys lying to the west of the 
mountain range. All we ask the Globe 
to do is to familiarize itself with the 
geography of the Pacific Northwest and 
advise its readers in the light of such in 
formation as it thus obtains. 



Inland Sentinel coald dispose of in a 
paragraph and the verbose Times would 
cover with two or three groups of " lang- 
widge." Some time, when the Klon- 
dyke rush is over, it may be interesting 
to give the dimension of the Nnwe- 
Advertiser's arguments. We say dimen- 
sion, because, like a line, they have only 
one. They are length without breadth. 
They are coming out in a series, remind- 
ing one of those toy Pharaoh's serpents, 
which twist out a few links at a time 
and then break off. There is no visible 
reason why they should not, like Ten- 
nyson's brook, go on forever. They 
chatter, chatter as they go to join the 
brimming river of political rubbish that 
has flowed and will forever flow from 
the reservoir wherein are gathered jeal- 
ousy, disappointment and self-sufH- 
ciency. There is nothing in all this 
world (juite equal to the exhibition of 
the latter quality which our contempor- 
ary gives in the series in question. We 
go back to the circus, \tith its waltzing 
ing elephant, for a fitting comparison. 
The News-Advertiser jumped into the 
ring, and addressing the audience said in 
substance : "Here we are. Beholdus, We 
are about to smash the government. We 
will do it in a series of articles. Sir 
Oracle is about to speak. Let all lesser 
canines keep silence." Then the per 
formance began, and at the end of each 
act our contemporary bows, throws itself 
a bouquet and pauses to be admired. 
Funny? Let no one say hereafter that 
the News-Advertiser ia not a humorous 
paper. There is nothing funnier than 
the perorations, so to speak, of its daily 
opposition screeds. 

Meanwhile the government appears to 
bo doing business at the old stand with 
its customary regularity. To be pelted 
with bubbles ia not an especially annoy- 
ing experience. The public shows dis- 
tinct signs of growing weary of the op- 
position's performance. Sensible men, 
who have not allowed themselves to be 
blinded by jealousy or lust of office, are 
realizing the absolute bollowness of the 
whole opposition case, and there is not 
the slightest reason to doubt that if a 
vote were taken in the province to-day 
the government would be sustained by 
the strongest raajarity any government 
has had in the last twenty years.

This was the way in 
which an individual, whose ancestors 
came from Africa, described whipped 
cream. The description suits the politi- 
cal provender which the Opposition j)rees 
ia serving up to the British Columbia 
public. They had a spoonful or two of 
something, which they thought was 
creme de la crone, though every one else 
knew it was only dirty soapsuds, and 
they have kept whipping it with indefat- 
igable perseverance day after day, week 
after week, month after month. The 
Victoria rimes whipped it ; the Inland 
Sentinel whipped it ; the Nelson Tri- 
bune whipped it ; the Columbian whip- 
ped it, and now the News- Advertiser in 
its slow and ponderous fashion is whip 
ping it.

Sykes case found that the signatures on 
the promissory notes, letters of authority 
and the letter dated January 2, 1897» 
were not in the handwriting of Sir Tat- 
ton Sykea. They, therefore, non-suited 
the money lender, Mr. Daniel ,Tay, in 
the action against Sir Tatton Sykes and 
his wife to recover the sums lent to Lady 
'Tatton Sykes on security of the above 
mentioned notes, purporting to be sign- 
ed by the husband, who denied the 
signature, and whose denial was upheld 
by the expert in handwriting, who testi- 
fied that the signatures on the bills and 
letters of authority were, in his opinion, 
forgeries executed by a woman. The 
jury's decisions that the signatures were 
forged, and the action of the judge in 
impounding the documents, naturally 
recalled the testimony regarding Lady 
Sykes, presented on January 14.

For the second time within a few 
mouths St. Andrew's Roman Catholic 
cathedral yesterday witnessed the solemn 
requiem services for a reverend bishop, 
and a large congregation gathered to do 
respect to the dead. Oladin his episcopal 
robes the body of the venerable Bishop 
Lootena lay on a bier within the altar 
rails, the dead man not yet consigned to 
hia coffin, but lying as if on a couch so 
that the familiar features could be seen 
by tho congreeation. The mourning 
trappings were few — the bishop's throne 
covered in purple and near tho altar 
some black hangings round tho large 
candle sticks, while lighted candles were 
placed around the bier. The solemn 
requiem mass was to music harmonized 
by the man for whose death it was being 
sung. Tho celibrant was Archbishop 
Gross, of Portland ; tho deacons of honor, 
Father Morgan, of Westminster, and 
Father Maniouloux, of Port Town- 
send, the deacon and sub-deacon of 
the mass, Father Verbeke of Nanaimo, 
and Father Leterme of Victoria. Bishop 
O'Dea of Vancouver, Waahington, as- 
sisted ; the cantors were Father AlthofF 
of Victoria, and Father Heynen of Wel- 
lington: and Father Whelen of West- 
minster was master of ceremoniea, and 
F<itber Van Gothen chaplain to £iahop 
O'Dea. 

The funeral sermon was preached 
by Father Newell of Portland, 
who belongs to I ho Dominican 
order, whose special training is 
in preaching. Father Newell was 
chosen as ho perhaps better than any- 
one else knew Bishop Lootens, the just 
dead bishop having specially looked after 
tho education of Father Newell and 
helped him forward in his studies for 
the priesthood. The work of Bishop 
Looten's life was touched upon, his 
earlier labors in California and his 
duties as a bishop in Idaho. The 
preacher apoke in loving remem- 
borance of the good bishop's kind- 
ly life and of his helpfulness 
to his fellow men. It was from ill-health 
that the bUhop was obliged to resign hia 
active duties m Idaho, and for the past 
twenty years he has lived a tranquil, un- 
eventful life in Victoria, 

The dead bishop lay in state all yester- 
day afternoon and evening, and this 
morning the interment will take place 
at Saanicli, the clergy going out by the 
eleven o'clock train on the Victoria and 
Sidney and meeting the hearse, which 
leaves the city at an earlier hour. 

Only the simple prayers for tho dead 
will be made at tbe graveside, the island 
clergy only taking part, aa the Arch- 
bishop, Bishop O'Dea and the mainland 
clercry wore oblieed to leave for their 
homes this morning.

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A MINING CONVENTION. 

Hall mines Smelter Manager on the Cost of 
Treating Kootenay Ores, 

VANcouviui, .Tan. 18.— (Special)— ^lin- 
ing engineers and mining men from all 
over the province, and as far eaat as Hal- 
ifax and Ottawa, met at the call of the 
officers of the B. 0. branch of Federated 
Mining Institutes to-night, Mr. Blake- 
more, of Halifax, presiding. It was ex- 
plained that the 400 mining engineers 
comprising tbe association, had allied 
themselves to shape mining legislation 
in Canada and prevent wild-cat schemes. 
Six papers were read which will be dis- 
cussed at length at a general meeting of 
tho entire aoclety in Montreal next 
month. 

K. A. Hoadingly, manager of tho Hall 
Mines smelter, states in his paper that 
tbe best and only way to treat the lead 
ore of the Slocan country is to reduce it 
to matte and ship to the States, as it 
would not pay to re(lne it in Canada. 
As regards Bosaland a 500 ton plant with 
coke at $12 a ton could melt ore at $2.05. 
This statement caused much criticism. 
He said also that $14 ore coold be made 
to pay profitably in the l{i)undary coun- 
try and that with tbe abundance of llux- 
iug ore there tho cost of smelting would 
not bo moro than ^'2.75 per ton.

After Three Days Investigation More 
Americans Decide to Oatllt 
in Yictoria. 



Messrs. Matthews and Dnpras Fiud 
by Comparison Yictoria Prices 
Clieaper Tlian Seattle's. 



" After a careful coinpariaon of prices 
for outfits here and in Seattle, we have 
come to the concluBioa that we can do 
better by buying all our clothing and 
provisions in Victoria. We will also 
purchase a groat part of our horse feed 
here." 

The above statement was made by 
Mr. Joeeph Matthews, who arrived in 
Victoria from Seattle with hia partner, 
Mr. Napoleon Dapras, several days ago, 
and has eince been making a 
tour of the outfitting hoasea here. 
Mr. Matthews is a level beaded 
American, wlio has spent a season or so 
in the Yukon country, and wlft), in fact, 
jiiat returned from Dawson City a fort- 
night ago. lie returned for the purjioee 
of renewing his outfit, and will, wlien hp 
Soea back, take in with liiin a large sup- 
ply of proviaions and clothing for trading 
purposes. It ia quite probable that he 
will leave with Victoria merchants be- 
tween iflO.OOO and ^15,000. 

When Messra. Matthews and Dujiras 
arrived from the Nortli they went 
direct to Seattle, where they spent 
several days looking into prices. 
According to Mr. Matthews, _ who 
is an American of the Americans, 
they would have purchased their goods 
in that city had they been able to do so 
advantageously. Aa their parchases, 
however, would run away up in the 
thousanda, they decided to first look into 
prices here, and the result of their in- 
<iuiries simply conlirms the statements 
made by many of their countrymen 
in the Colonist recently that Vic- 
toria is the cheapest and best place 
at which to outfit for the North. 
It is a fact of peculiar significance, that 
Mr. Matthewa in his interview in Sun- 
day's Colonist, stated that he was not 
sure whether he could purchase grocer- 
ies and provisions, to advantage here, 
while last evening he stated in verj' plain 
terms that they had decided to get all 
their supply of these lines in Victoria. 
Iq the matter of clothing, it appears he 
was never undecided after be visited sev- 
eral ontfltting stores in this city. Thede- 
ciaion readied l)y these two Americans 
wna only made]after 'several days' careful 
inquiry and investigation, and the re- 
sult juatities the oft asserted statement 
that prices for minora' supplies here 
cannot be beaten on ttie Coaat, 

From a town Bouth of San Franciaco 
Mr. S. Jones, of the Dominion, received 
a letter yesterday from au old friend, 
who stated that many Californians 
would leave that vicinity for the North 
shortly, and that they were anxious to 
know the best place at which to outfit. 
The writer says it only requires a little 
judicious advertising to bring hundreds 
of Californians to Victoria to outfit. At 
the present time the " P.-I." of Seattle, 
BO the writer fitatea, is the chief medium 
of advertiaiog in that section, and very 
little is known with regard to Victoria, 
although many prospective minora are 
anxious to learn just what the Canadian 
duty means to them, and in fact are de- 
laying their purchasea until they can 
get this information. Mr. Jones sent to 
the aec'tion in question a large number 
iif Colonists, with the views of Ameri- 
can mmera on the outfitting queation, 
and he expects to see good results from 
this method of advertising the city. 

WILL ODTFIT HERE. 

Victoria Possesses Advantages That Men 
Returned From Dawson Are Qaltk 
to Understand. 

The news brought by Mr. .Toe Fox 
from Skagway on Monday that in view 
of the mutual arrangements between the 
United States and Canada for bonding 
goods, the American authorities have 
done away with the neceaaity of an in- 
spector to accomj)any goods over the 
trail, aliould set at rest any lingering 
doubts that this troublesome buaineaa ia 
ended. This is an additional reason for 
outfitting in British CcjIuiu bia, bearing 
in mind that willi cheaper prices than 
Seattle and no duty to pay on Canadian 
goods going into the ^'ukon, Victoria 
already has an advantage that Seattle 
cannot hope to overcooae. As Mr. Fox 
himself remarked in speaking of Vic- 
toria, " a tremendous outfitHng tra'^Bi is 
secured to your merchants." Mr. Fox, 
it must not be fomotten, said mat he 
would return to Victoria to outfit in 
March, and lie said in hia interview that 
nearly all tlie people who came on the 
Corona would also outfit here.

SEALERS MAT BE EASY. 

British Government Sees No Cause to Re- 
open the International Question. 

London, Jan. 18. — Great Britain has 
again declined to reopen the sealing 
queation. It aeema that in her previous 
refusal she gave as a reason that while 
negotiations were pending between the 
United States and Canada, Great Britain 
could not reopen the matter. To this 
the United States replied that no nego- 
tiations were pending and renewed the 
requebt, but the foreign oflSce sends its 
regrets that the government does not see 
its way to reopen the question. 

M INEBAL WATER IN CHUNKS. 

Ijuported That Way It Escapes the Pro 
tiibitory Duty of tlie Dingley Law. 

Buffalo, Jan. 17. — The Washineton 
correspondent of the Evening Star sends 
the following story to his paper : As an 

instance of the ease with which sharp 
men can avoid the high duty imposed by 
the Dingley bill, it is related that a num- 
ber of wealthy gentlemen of Boaton aome 
time ago purchased a mineral spring in 
Canada. They intended to ahip the 
water to thia country under the provia 
iona of the then tarifi' law, which im- 
posed a merely nominal tax on minera 
water. The Dingley law soon after went 
into eflect with a tariff of 21 
centa per gallon on all imported 
water, which amounted almost 
or quite to a prohibitory law. 
The mineral-water syndicate decided 
that their investment was a losing one 
and that the project must be abandoned, 
but as a last resort conaulted a lawyer 
and aaked him to get them out of their 
scrape. He directed them to freeze a 
quantity of the water so as to see if ite 
properties were at all changed by freez- 
ing.

It is ii fact 
that the Dingley law retains ice on the 
free liat, and bo the ayndicate etiips its 
mineral water acrosa tiie border in aolid 
cliunks at the lowest freight rates, and 
at the same time avoiding the use of 
caaks that cost $4 each, besides the sav- 
ing '2i cents daty on every gallon. 

OTTAWA WANTS THE REVENUE.

JEWISH CIRCLES FEEL PANIC.

Tatus, Jan. 18.— The events of the past 

few days are beginning to produce a 
feeling of panic in Jewish circles. Both 
the Iniaineas and private houses of the 
Rothachilds and other wealthy Jews are 
guarded by special detachmenta of gend- 
armes for fear of a audden popular out- 
break. The Btudenta, having the aym- 
pathyof the authorities, are treated with 
unusual forbearance by the police, who 
only keep them within necessary 
bounds. 

According to some accounts twenty 
people were wounded in the cavalry 
charge outside the Tivoli hall. The im- 
prisoned committee in the tribune, un- 
able to make themselves heard, hung 
out a placard announcing that proceed- 
iuga were closed. 

There is no doubt that the policy of 
the government is beginning to be 
strongly aaeailed. General Billot, niiu- 
iater of war, is eapecially the object of 
attack, and the amallncaa of the majority 
in the chamber of deputiea yeaterday, 
indicatea the waning of M. Meline'a in- 
fluence. The cabinet was only saved 
from defeat by the votes of monarchista 
and Boulangiats. 

The Libre Parole accuses General 
Billot of illeually spending 150,0110 
franca of war otKcs funds in bribing the 
preaa during the present crisis. A 
special aervice of police has been organ- 
ized around tho residence of M. Matliieu 
Drevfna. The Soire aaserta that M. 
Zola will call Count JInnater, the Ger- 
man amhaasador, and Count Torniellie, 
the Italian ambaeaador, aa witnesaes to 
tho innocence of Dreyfus. 

Pauis, Jan. 18. — The aocialista to-day 
iaauod a violent manifesto, exiiorting the 
country not to make a distinction be- 
tween Mehrew capitaliata and Cutholic 
capitaliata, and urging diatrust of those, 
who, under the pretence of anti-Seuiiti- 
cism, propoae to expatriate one portion 
of the bourgeoiae in favor of another cat- 
egory of the bourgeoise. The manifesto 
concludes with denouncing the " mili- 
tary peril."

The Del Conte Opera Company opened 
a short aeaaon at the Victoria theatre last 
night with Puccini's " La Boheme," a 
work wliich, though its life baa been 
Bliort — it was first produced rather less 
than two years ago— has Kiven rise to 
much discaBBioD. It cettainly marks a 
breaking away from the traditions of 
the Italian school quite aa muuli as 
Maacagni's better known opera, and the 
musician who has beard it for the first 
time is hardly capable of passing any 
judgment that is likely to be of value. 
A. certain fdiuiliurity with the score 
muBt bo gained before one can quite 
urasp either tho subject or its treatment. 
Interesting it is, however, in the high- 
est degree, from the very flrat. 

The argument may be given in the un- 
conventional words of the programme : 
" The love of Budolfcna young poet.f nil 
of ideals in life, lor Miml, a beautiful 
flower girl, i^ the romance of the story, 
liiulolfo, like most poets, is poor; Mimi 
luia fallen in love with hitn, anil their 
life ia full of sunshine. l\at lludolfo's 
jealousy is ttie cause of frequent iiuarrele, 
which come to mar their happiness. Mi- 
tni complains of Rudolfo's unfounded 
jealousy to their friend IMarcello, and he 
advisoa Mimi to leave liudolfo. She 
agrees that it might be for the better. 
Mimi bids Rudolfo farewell. Alcidoro, 
an old wealthy nobleman, tempts Mimi, 
and his gold works like a magnet, draw- 
ing her toward him, but aa her beauty 
soon fades away tho nobleman tires of 
her. Forsaken by Alcidoro, she retraces 
her steps to Gudolfo's home to reconcile 
him. His heart burns again in love for 
ills wayward flower girl ; but Mimi is 
only a shadow of what she was, ia in the 
last stages ot consumption, and dies a 
few minutes after her arrival in the gar- 
ret wliich Rudolfo calls home. 

" The other personages are typical Bo- 
hemians and original. Marcello, a paint- 
er, Coleine, a philoaopher, and Schaun- 
ard, a musician, are tlie Inseparable 
friends of Rudolfo. They are all aoif- 
sa jrilicing for the common welfare. The 
sorrowB ol one are felt by all, and the 
joys of another are shared among them. 
Muai;tta ia a coquette and the cause of 
miicli bitternefB to Marcello." 

This story ia well broiigtit out for an 
opera libretto, and aa the place and 
Iieriod eelected — Paris, A.D. 1830— lend 
themselves to quaint illustration, both 
as to Bcene and costume, there is a good 
deal to interest, apart altogether from 
the muBic. The performere, too, show 
an attentivenesB to even the smallest 
details that is seldom, if ever, found in 
English companies. There were many 
little touches that were perhaps hardly 
noticed by most of the audient;e, btill 
they gave that finisli to the performance 
that ought always, but so often ia not, 
to be found. Still there was an exceed- 
ingly modern looking garcoii in the sec- 
ond act, who might have been outfitted 
hero to all apnenrancee. And a atill 
greater error in taate occurred at tlie 
concluaion, when a lady who had just 
died came to the footlighta, and with 
smiles and bows expreaaed her apprecia- 
tion of the applause. Anything of thin 
kind utterly ruins the illusion atd 
should not be permitted by the stage 
manager. But after all tht sj are sliiiht 
blemishes on a first rate perlormance. 

Tue company is very capable, and 
boaatB in Signor Agostini a tenor whose 
superior lias probably never been lieard 
in Victoria. After a somewhat reserved 
add dieappointing beginning he soon 
warmed to liis work, and gave an ex- 
ceedingly delicate and lifelike delinea- 
tion of the hapless poet. He is a very 
natural and graceful actor, rara avis 
amongst tenors, and knows well by un- 
obtrusive getituro liow to give point and 
force to bis singing. Hia is the prin- 
cipal part in the opera, but Mimi'a is 
also important, and it was very satisfac- 
tory tilled by Senorita Montanari. As 
Marcello, the painter, Signor Gioni well 
supported the others, and Senorita Vicini, 
who had a comparatively small part, 
was equally admirable. The subordi- 
nate parts were one and all well filled. 
The chorus, though they did not shine 
from a musical point of view, looked 
well and moved about like real men and 
women, quite an unuBual feature in an 
operatic chorus. 

The orchestra and the conductor al- 
moat deserve an article to themselves. 
Such conducting and such playing were 
a treat that ia seldom to be had in this 
quarter of the world. 

To conclude with a grumble. It was 
all but a quarter to nine when the cur- 
tain rose. Now, is it not poaaible either 
to beuin at a more reasonable hour or to 
make a public announcement of when 
the performance will commence. This 
is an old standing grievance, but none 
the less it is one the management should 
aeriouslv consider. 

To-night Madame Bishop, who will 
appear hut twice during the week, will

RUSSIA'S NEW SCHEME.. '• 

To Place Her Subjects on the Salary Uat 
of the Cnlnese Government. 

London,. Jan'. 18,— The Shanghai cor- 
respondent of the Daily Mail claims to 
have excellent authority for the state- 
ment that the Russian minister. Count 
Oaasini, liaa iuformed the Taung li 
Yamen that immediately the German 
affair ia eettled Ruasin will restore Port 
Arthur to Cliina and will withdraw her 
troopa without demandiiij' indemnity. 
In return, however, the correspondent 
says that China must employ Riieaiana 
excl uaivoly to drill lier troopa anu to con- 
trol her customB and railways. Russia 
now has three war vessela inside and 
four outEide Port Arthur, while she has 
6,000 troopa on shore. 

LoNDo.v, Jan. 19 — The Pekin corre- 
apondeiit of the Tiinpa says the Ruseian 
charge d'aflairea, M. Pavloll", protests 
BtroDttly against the opening Tailinwan, 
butChina is apparently anxious to ob- 
tain British financial assietance and will 
give ample necurity for the loan. 

A special despatch from Pekin says 
China ia ready to open three new treaty 
ports and to agree to an extension of tljo 
railway into Yunnan province, but de- 
clinea to conaont to the exclusion of 
other powers than Kngland from the 
Yanglze-kisng valley. 

VrKNNA, Jan. 18.— It ia reported that 
Germany ia urging Austria-Hungary 
and Italy to send warships to Chinese 
waters with a view of obtaining their 
support.

F. M. Rattenbury and others associat 
ed with him in business have given the 
contract to Mr. J. Stephens, of the 
Clyde ship yard, ior three new etorn 
wheeled steamers to ply on Lake Ben 
nett. These vessels are to be ready for 
shipment North within thirty days, and 
towards that end a largo force of men 
will be engaged in the buildinK opera- 
tione. All three vessels will be stern- 
wheelere, 80 feet long, of 16 feet beam 
and will have a drangbt of 18 inches 
when laden. They will be wooden boats 
and the machinery for each will be sup- 
plied by the Albion Iron Works. The 
contract for taking the hulls of the ves- 
eels into the lake will bo distinct from 
that of either the furnishing of the ma- 
chinery or the building of the hulls, A 
fourth steamer to be built at the Clyde 
yard will be a twin screw which Mr. 
Stephens has the contract from a Ta- 
coma firm for constructing. Like the 
other steamers this one will be hurriedly 
pushed forward to completion. It is in- 
tended to ply on Lake Teslin. 

A STKEL STERN-WHKELEU. 

Down near Spratt'a wharf, on Store 
street, a new shipyard has sprung into 
existence, in which the first stern-wheel- 
ed steel vessel ever put together in this 
province is to be built, her keel being 
laid lin a very few days. The vessel 
which has been previously referred to is 
to be built by the Albion Iron Works 
Oo., whose machinista have already 
commenced work on the frame. The 
steamer, inside of sixt^ days, will be 
afloat and ready for service on the Stick- 
een when that river opens to navigation. 
Within a fortnight over half a hundred 
men will be empl6yed on the vessel and 
there are at present upwards of twenty 
engaged in the company's shops and in 
their new yard making preparations 
The steamer is to be constructed for the 
0. P. N. company. She ia to be 140 
feet long, 28 feet beam and will have c 
depth of about five feet. R. F. Stephens 
a brother to W. J. Stephens, the well- 
known ship builder, is to be foreman of 
the new yard. He says the craft will bo 
one of the finest veseols of her kind on 
the Pacific coast, if not the speediest, as 
provision is being made for her to run 17 
knots an honr. She will be of very sharp 
lines and will be very little smaller than 
the R. P. Bitbet, which steamer 
known to every frequenter of the water 
front. 

ENTKIt.S THE FnEIGIlTINO IIUSI.VESH 

The melodious calliope of the steam 
barge Spratt'a Ark, which was heard 
with more than delightful frequency in 
the days when wrecking operations 
were extensively carried on about the 
old San Pedro, is soon to be heard 
again. This big scow shaped craft has 
changed hands, passing from the owner 
ship of Mr. George Byrnes to the pos 
session of the Klondyke and Columbia 
Gold Fields Co. She will in future be 
operated in the freighting business be- 
tween Victoria and Wrangel. For this 
purpose 3he will immediately nndergo 
an overhauling. 

THE year's BHtmMO. 
In their December shipping report R 
P. Rithet & Co. thus review business 
during the year just past: A quiet and 
rather uneventful year has been 1897, but 
one of steady progress all theeanie. And 
it has been marked by ono npieodo that 
will become historical — ^tho first rush to 
Klondyke. This occLtrred in the late 
Butnmer and was brief, but exciting 
while it lasltjil. Availing of the experi 
ence gainecl throngli similar incidents in 
years gone by, Victoria merchants met 
the emergency without any trouble. 
They are now fully prepared to deal 
with the vastly greater rush that will be 
upon us in the spring. Tbe advantages 
of Victoria as a shipping point are ob 
viouB, but it may not be so well known 
that it is also the beet place to fit out 
that all necessary supplies can be had at 
the most moderate ))ricee, and that the 
goods being bought in Canada, there can 
bo no trouble or delay at the frontier, 
nor will there be any duty to pay. 
Victoria, is easily reached from any 
part of the world, and it ia 
( ijually easy to get from there by sea to 
the Vukon river or to the beginning of 
any of the overland routes to Klondyke. 
Tlie transportation facilities afTorded 
here will be greater than from any other 
port, Commenting on the staple indus- 
tries of British Columbia, it may be said 
briefly that the lumber trade was active 
dnring the first half of the year, but fell 
off considerably later on, and at the close 
there is almost nothing doing. But this 
is mainly owing to the absence of ton- 
nage. The coal industry has not been 
altogether satiefactory, while the same 
may ho said of salinon. It is true the 
iiack was the largest on record, but this 
has its disadvantages and a failing mar- 
ket is one. However, measures are bo 
ing taken to meet the situation ^and al 
most aa we write news comes of a com 
bination of cannors, designed to deal 
with present prices and regulate the 
pack for next year. 

MARINE NOTES. 

In order to arrive here in good time, 
the steamer Sehome left Tacoma two 
hours before her schedule time yester 
day morning, so that Victorians were 
not last evening again disappointed in a 
theatrical engagement as they were on 
the previous evening. At the. office of 
tbe local agent of the steamer no word 
had yesterday been received (is to when 
the City of Kingston would resume ser- 
vice. Iler overhauling in Tacoma is be- 
ing made very thorough. 

After being four months in the hands 
of mechanics the Lome re-entered ser- 
vice last evening, crossing to Port Ange- 
les for the ship Oriental, there waiting 
to be towed to Nanaimo. Before return- 
ing to port the Lorne will tow to sea 
from Nanaimo the coal-laden ship 0. F. 
Sargeant. 

To-night the P.C.8.S. City of Puebla 
will leave for San Francisco, and as she 
is the last boat going sooth before the 
alteration in passenger rates comes into 
efTedt the book. will it ia thoiisbt be very 
heavy. _ .,• 

Tbe Bteain' wrecker Whitelawi of San 



Francisco, returned to Victoria yester- 
day for the balance of the old iron ob- 
tained from the San Pedro wreck, and 
that has been lying on the wharf for 
several months. 

Oapt. Gage, of San Francisco was in 
charge of the steamer Walla Walla when 
that vessel arrived from the south last 
night.Capt. Wallace, the regular skipper 
of the ship, being no^ on a furlough in 
the East. The steamer carried a full 
complement of pBseengerB and a large 
cargo. 

A number of passengers and eoneider- 
abie freight wera to be taken on here by 
the P.O.S.S. Corona, which is duo on 
Thursday night for the North. 

The C. P. R. bulletin announces that 
the Beaver liner Lake Ontario arrived at 
8t. John, N.B., at noon yesterday from 
Liverpool, England. 

The schooner Carrie C. W., carrying a 
crew of eight white men and 30 Indians, 
has left for the North Pacific ocean.

To THE Editor: — Example: After 
infinite hardship and privation, A dis- 
covers a new creek and stakoa olT 500 
feet as a discovery claim, which all will 
admit he fully deserves. B, C, D, E, F, 
G, H, I, J follow and locate 250 feet each 
above or below him, in all, including tbe 
discovery claim, ten claims, or 2,750 feet, 
just 110 feet over half a mile. The gov- 
ernment then own 2,600 feet above and 
2,600 feet below these ten claims, mak- 
ing about one and a half miles of the 
creek, two-thirds of which is owned by 
the government. All past experience in 
creek diggings goes to show that one and 
a half miles generally takes the cream of 
the diggings. Should ten claims above 
and below the Eovernmunt sections be 
then staked ofl', the government again 
comes in for the alternate sections. 
About three and a half miles will thus be 
located, the government owning, or 
rather reserving, fonr-seventhsi and the 
discoverer and other miners owning 
three-sevenths. The miners are then 
taxed .^10 each yearly for license, and 10 
per cent, of the gross output over $2,500 
per year. Two miles of Antler, Wil- 
liams, Lightning, Van Winkle and Low- 
bee creeks in Cariboo ; Vital, Germanson, 
Maneon, Lost and Black Jack creeks in 
Omineca, and McDame,Thibet and other 
creeks in Cassiar, took in all the good 
paying ground, and although the creeks 
in Klondyke are undoubtedly richer and 
of greater extent, still we may bo sure 
that the experiencegained in Cariboo, 
Omineca and Caseiar will to a certain 
extent hold good in the Yukon country. 
When we consider that probably uO,0'JO 
mining licenses will be taken out, yield- 
ing an income of half a million; the 
large revenue that will be collected for 
dutiable goods coming into the coun- 
try; the large increase to the out- 
put of Canadian manufactures, 
and tbe immense revenue that will 
be derived from the sale of one half the 
claims in the Yukon country and other 
sources consequent upon the increase of 
popu'ation, such as the fale of land?, 
towiiMtes, etc., wo may well pauf-o and 
ii"k the question, ia this not Iryini! to 
" kill the goose that lays the golilen 
egg"? Will not Biion a grasping ()olicy 
tend to dishearten prospectors and min- 
ers, and by placing a heavy burden on 
the men who are the bone and sinew of 
the country have a tendency to drive 
them either out of the country altogether 
or into Alaska. 

Under the "subaqueous" (whoa now I ) 
mining leases, a company of ten can go 
up to Stewart river, say, and take up 
filty miles of the river and, by paying 
$1,000 per year, hold the ground against 
allcomers. A splendid chance for the 
big mining companies toarquire fifty or 
one hundred miles of rich "snbaqueous" 
gravel and boom it on the London mar- 
ket. Good prospects of from 1 cent to 5 
cents to the pan can bo obtained along 
the Stewart river. What a chance for a 
taking prospectus! If one eijuare foot 
of gravel yields 10 cents, what will the 
company's property— 100 miles long, uOO 
yards wide and 10 feet tlecp— yield? 
Would not this be a dainty dish to lay 
before the British investor? II is really 
too bad of the Dominion government to 
ask 10 per cent, of this hard-earned divi- 
dend.
